highway tax, or tax for streets and bridges, with the
name of the person to whom and description of the
property on which the same was assessed, and the city
clerk shall extend the same on the tax roll of the city
of Boscobel, to be collected with the general taxes of
said city.

CHAPTER 262.

AN ACT to repeal chapter 218 of the private and local laws of
1869, entitled “ An act to authorize the use of the woneys aris-
ing from the sale of certain swamp and overflowed lands in
the county of Portage for drainage purposes, and to amend
chapter 587 of the laws of 1865, relating thereto,” and all acts
amendatory thereto.

thereto,” and all acts amendatory thereto are hereby
repealed.
